THE PHILADELPHIA PRINTERS’ STRIKE, 

Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 9. — The action of the 
North American toward the Typographical 
Union, coming so soon after the reduction on 
the railroads, shows better than any figures the 
redundancy of labor in the East. The Typo- 
graphical Union about six months ago, volun- 
tarily reduced the rate of composition from 50 
to 45 cents a thousand ems. The obnoxious 
rules of the Union which have caused a great 
deal of opposition, are the claiming 
of every advertisement as a new advertisement 
whenever any change is made in it, which in- 
volves any change in the sense whatever, and 
the dictation that even a date cannot be changed 
in an amusement advertisément without paying 
for the composition of the whole. A change of 
date was recently ordered m a two-column ad- 
vertisement in the Times. The foreman changed 
itinafew seconds, but the rule of the Union 
required that the compositor be paid for the 
whole of it. No savings are permitted 
in any de ment, and the advertising situa- 
tion is sold quarterly, the purchaser buying it 
for a giit of from 450 to 350 ems in a thousand. 

The North American notified its men, some of 
whom had been in the office twenty-five years, 
that after yesterday they would employ no 
Union men, and would pay only 35 cents. At 
last accounts fifteen of the twenty-four had de- 
cided to stay. The tem, which was ready to 
drop as goon as possible, has since notified its 
compositors that the rate would be 35 
cents, but it did not declare war on the Union. 
It will stay in if the Union will reduce its rates. | 
The Record, which recently changed hands, and 
reduced its price to one cent, will follow soon, 
and the Enquirer and the Telegraph will prob- 
ably follow suit. The Times will stand by the 
Union. Mr. McLaughlin, the business-manager, 
is one of the partners in the finest ‘ob-printin 
house in town, and when he became treasurer o 
the paper, and bought out the „required 
the men to join the Union, the Age then being a 
“rat” office.

New York, Jane 8. — There is great variety 
in the ornamentation of hats and bonnets, and 
one’s individual taste is about the most rigorous 
guide we have at present, so great is the lati- 
tude.

tioned, I will give you what must necessarily be an 
incomplete review of the Exhibition, —contenting 
myself with a few general observations, and a brief 
notice of the most remarkable paintings and 
sculpture. 
One of the features that strikes visitors to this 
yoar’s show in the Palais de l Industrie is the 
EXCESSIVE NUMBER OF PORTRAITS 
exhibited. Historical and landscape art have been 
comparatively slighted, and the preference given 
to the easier and more remunerative painting of 
ambitious nonentities. The walls are lined with 
Madame XXX's" and Mademotselle —’s"’ in 
every costume, decent and indecent, that could 
well be imagined. In too many instances these 
portraits are evidently mere commercial specula- 
tions, —works, like the razors in the poem, made 
to sell. Most of the ladies whose faces look ont 
upon one from their canvas-prisone are in evening 
or ball dress, highly suggestive of the 
Magazin des Modes. There is a sad 
want of natural, unstilted grace 
in tne attitudes; and—a thing extremely strange at 
the first blush, for we are accustomed to credit the 
French with taste in such matters—the eye is con- 
stantly shocked by the most flagrant violations of 
the laws of color. Several clever portraits are en- 
tirely spoilt by their backgrounds. White drapery 
is pasted (the only appropriate word I can find for 
it) on brilliant screens of ultramarine. Red forms 
glare from the midst of flaming yellows. There is 
any amount of good drawing, but it is allied to an 
amount of bad color. In the portraits of member 
of the sterner sex, far better results have been 
attained.

and deplorable obstacle in the way of pun- 
ishing official corruption and frauds upon the 
public service is the hardly-disguised torrent 
of perjury which meets the investigator at 
every step. Almest every Grand Juror has 
been struck with the boldness, persistency, 

and defiance with which witness after wit- 
ness will for hours repeat on oath statements 
and denials which are notoriously false. All 

reverence for the sanctity of an oath seems 
to have been lost. The sentiment that there 
is no turpitude in robbing the public or in 
official bribery and dishonesty seems to in- 

‘clude that perjury, to whatever extent it may 

be required to protect the guilty, is equally 

free of all criminal taint, and it is considered 
a point of moral excellence to swear lustily 
and long to defend one’s associates in public 
robbery. This is one of the most painfal of 

all the deplorable consequences of the de- 
generacy of the time. Society is threatened 
with utter demoralization when the sanctity 

of the oath ceases to be respected, and whea 
men, high and low in the world’s estimation, 
deliberately swear falsely, and do so notori- 

ously. The prevalence of corruption in pub- 
lie affairs is rendered more deplorable bo- 
cause now supplemented by perjury; the 
one crime is essential to the other, and when- 
ever a conviction for either can be had the 
punishment should be for both. In the 
struggle of the public with the County 
Board, the army of unblushing perjurers are 
fighting actively, and hence the people of 
the county can estimate how disgraccfully 
they were betrayed by those who in the 
Legislature defeated the bill for electing a 
new Board of Commissioners. It is time for 
every honest man in the community to give 

his aid to the Courts and to the Public Pros- 

ecutor in this struggle with corruptionists 


intentioned persons have, in the interest of 
religion, prepared a petition, and are now 
canvassing the city for signatures, asking 
the Mayor and Common Council of this city 
to enact and enforce ordinances closing all 
saloons on Sunday. This is by no means a 
new question in Chicago, or in the country. 
It is one that has been discussed and agitated 
in all the large cities, and everything that 
can be said for or against what are known as 
Sunday laws, has been said, time after time, 
ably and well. The Legislature of Illinois 
some years ago put an end to the agitation 
on the subject of enacting a general prohib- 
itory liquor law for the State, and this was 
done by authorizing each town in the annual 
election of its officers to decide whether the 
sale of liquors should be licensed therein or 
not. This adjourned the question to the 
judgment of each municipality, each acting 
for itself, and in no wise interfering with its 
neighbors. 

Though the present question is in one 
sense confined to the point of vending and 
buying liquor on Sunday, it has, necessarily, 
a much larger scope. It includes the ques- 
tion of the general morality of the sale and 
manufacture of intoxicating beverages, and 
it includes also the question of the powers 
and duties of the Government to establish 
legal obligations in the observance of Sun- 
day. The memorial asking for a law to pro- 
hibit the sale of liquor on Sunday assumes 
(1) that the sale of liquor is immoral; (2) 
that the Government has the power, and is 
in duty bound, to compel the observance of | 
Sunday; (3) that, the sale of liquor being 
immoral, itis the duty of the Government 
to prohibit the practice of such immorality 
on the Sabbath.” Unfortunately for the 
memorialists, these assumptions are all de- 
nied, and the denial is made by such ma- 
jorities of the persons residing in the large 
cities that ail attempts to enact and enforce 
such laws have proved to be not only lament- 
able failures, but have resulted in aggravating 
all the real evils sought to be remedied. We 
have had a recent and a costly experience of 
this kind in Chicago. In 1872.3 there was 
an ordinance of the city requiring saloons to 
be closed on Sunday. This ordinance had

itios; it repealed the then existing Sunday 
laws, and fastened upon the city and county 
governmental dishonesty and fraud ; and the 


cessors have devoted weeks to the unravel- 
ing of the crookedness which grew out of the 


attempt to establish by law a general relig-

We do not believe that the people of this 
city desire to have that question renewed in 
any form. We believe that a very large 
majority of those persons who themselves 
reverence Sunday, and religiously observe it, 
do not desire to have that matter made a 
question of politics, and who, while conscien- 
tious observers of Sunday, will vote against 
any compulsory laws on the subject. 

We suggest, then, to those who have un- 
dertaken to revive this subject and force it 
upon the City Council, whether they are not 
likely to do more harm than good, and 
whether their efforts will not tend to embar- 
rass the City Government in its various 
efforts at reform, by creating a diversion to 
this topic of new Sunday laws, and thereby 
giving the whole bummer population new 
life as an element in local politics. No possi- 
ble good, but great public evil, will follow 
any renewed agitation of this subject. We 
abstain now from any discussion of the 
moral and political questions involved, and 
we do so hoping and expecting that such 
discussion will be rendered useless by the 
general refusal of the public to lend their 
names to any renewed agitation of the en- 


actment of Sunday laws. The good sense of 
the friends of general law and order will, 
we are sure, oppose the further presentation 
of this matter to the City Council. 


THE APOLLD CLUB FESTIVAL. 
The recent festival of the Apollo Club has 


been remarkable in two ways: first, musical- 


ly, and second, financially. The first ele- 


ment of the musical success lies in the ex- 


cellent manner in which really important 


works were done with a comparatively short 


time for their preparation. Leaving out the 


minor numbers given by the Club proper, 


which needed little work, as they had been 
produced before, there still remained the se- 
lections from Wacnen’s Lohengrin and 
Guvcx’s Orpheus, Govnon’s cantata, ** By 
Babylon's Wave,“ Surnirvan’s cantata, ‘* On 
Sea and Shore,” Menprtssonn’s St. Paul,“ 
and Hannpezu’s Israel in Egypt,” which were 
produced by a chorus fu ly one-half of 
which was new. Mr. Toutes had, as a 
this organization, about 150 
voices which were accustomed to sing to- 
gether, and had been drilled and disciplined 
by his peculiar methods. To this number 
were added 150 new voices, which had to be 
brought as nearly as possible to the standard 


of the seasoned voicesin a very short time. To 
accomplish this necessitated absolutely hercu- 


lean work and infinite patience, more partic- 
ularly as much of the music, especially in 
„St. Paul“ and Israel in Egypt,“ was very 
exacting as well as involved. That Mr. Tom- 
Lins succeeded so well in welding the whole 
mass together speaks volumes for his skill 
as a choral director, and it must be a matter 
of pride to him that his skill was acknowl- 
edged by Mr. Tuomas himself, not only by 
surrendering the leadership of the choral 
works to him, but also by personal expres- 
sions of satisfaction. In still another way 
there is an opportunity for congratulation. 
This festival was in the nature of an experi- 
ment, insti uted with the idea of ascertain- 
ing the feasibility of producing important 
works of a festival character in the future, 
more part _ariy oratorios. The result has 
shown, beyond all question, that there is just 
as good and just as ample choral 
material in this city as in Boston, 
New York, or Cincinnati; in point of 
fact, more, since in all the festivals in 
these three cities they have had to draw a large 
proportion of singers from suburban towns. 
It has shown that we have a leader capable 
of organizing, drilling, and leading this ma- 
terial. It therefore demonstrates the possi- 
bility of festival occasions of this character 
in the future, and will open up a healthy 
competition with Cincinnati in this regard. 
That these possibilities will be improved 
does not now admit of question, and an 
annual, or at least biennial, festival may here- 
after be looked for. 


The financial success of the festival has 


been quite as remarkable as the musical, per- 
haps more so. As a rule, festivals of this 
kind in other cities have resulted in loss. 
The managers of the Club, in view of this 
fact, certainly displayed a very hopeful cour- 
age in meeting their tremendous expenses 
without a subscription list or a guarantee 
fund, which is the usual basis of festivals in 
other cities. They relied solely upon their 
musical attractions for their audiences, and 
not in vain. The aggregate attendance 
during the three days probably reached 
25,000, which is larger than the average at- 
tendance at any festivals of this kind in our 
recollection, with the exception of the two 
Boston Jubilees, which by an elaborate ex- 
cursion system drew upon the whole of New 
England. Such a result as this shows that 
Chicago never does anything by halves. It 
has always been charactcristic of her musical 
people that they either go to an entertain- 
ment en masse, or let it comparatively alone. 
It may be set down, therefore, as an ascer- 
tained fact that, given the chorus, soloists, 
orchestra, and programmes of a first-class 
festival, the andiences will not be wanting. 
In this there is. a cheering ontlook for 
musical progress. It demonstrates that the 
ground which was lost at the time of the 
fire has been recovered, and that in the 
future Chicago will hold her old place as the 
most important musical city west of New 
York. The musical progress of the future 
will hereafter be dated from the Festival of

THE RING INVESTIGATION. 

The present Grand Jury, like two or three 
predecessors that were organized outside of 
the County Board and engaged in investigat- 
ing the Ring rascalities, have encountered 
the most serious embarrassments from the 
deliberate, systematic, and bare-faced per- 
jury of many of the witnesses they have 
summoned. Men have gone before this 
Grand Jury, as before others, and have told 
long strings of lies with the consciousness 
that the jurors knew they were lying. Per 
jury has come to be looked upon with as 
much tolerance as its sister crime of robbing 
the public. It is understood to be a part of 
the business of public plunder. The whisky 
men who withheld the taxes on their high- 
wines never hesitated at falsifying under 
oath the returns they made to the Govern- 
ment officers. The moral restraint which 
once prevented men from swearing to a lie 
as much as from picking a pocket seems to 
have worn away. The fear of conviction 
and punishment, though the crime of 
perjury is clearly defined, seem’ to 
have subsided entirely, probably from the 
fact that there are fewer arraignments and 
scarcely any convictions for this offense. An 
oath is regarded nowadays as a mere matter 
of form, which is only binding upon the 
taker when it does not interfere with his in- 
terest to tell the truth. To saye himself, or 
his friends, or criminal associates, the public 
plunderer will swear to lies as rapidly as the 
questions can be propounded to him, and 
with an alertness and sang froid that would 
make Ananzas blush with envy. The num- 
ber of lies that have been told and sworn to 
before the Grand Juries that have had the 
Ring matters under consideration could be 
counted by the hundreds, and the number of 
perjurers, including those who are guilty of 
suppressing the whole truth, is considerably 
larger than the number of persons who con- 
stitute what is known as the County Ring. 

Fortunateiy, the repeated investigations 
of Ring affairs have afforded opportunities 
for the perjurers to contradict and expose 
themselves; and it is probable that, if the 
present Grand Jury does not return true 
bills against the Ring members for their con- 
spiracy in robbing the public, it will find 
indictments against a number of men for 
perjury, based upon enough evidence to 
warrant aconviction. Besides the natural 
inaccuracy of liars who are called upon to tell 
their stories more than once, the honest 
Grand Juries that have been convened at 
intervals of several months have found dif- 
ferent witnesses ready to tell things at ono 
time which they are not willing to impart at 
another. When two of the thieves fall out, 
for instance, each is willing to tell enough 
out of spite to implicate the other, if he can 
reserve enough to save himself and his as- 
sociate thieves with whom he is still on 
good terms. So, too, a different set of 
questions, based upon advanced informa- 
tion, sometimes betrayed a perjured witness 
into an admission of what he had previously 
denied, or a denial of what he had previously 
admitted. It will not be strange, therefore, 
if, after having these fellows three times on 
the rack, the present Grand Jury shall be 
able to return indictments for perjury, with 
absolute proof of guilt. 

If these indictments for perjury shall be 
made, and the proof shall be as strong as it 
promises to be, then it will be time to aban- 
don the prevalent tendency not to convict on 
a charge of perjury. These cases will be 
different from any charges of perjury made 
im cases that have grown out of business 
complications. It must be remembered that 
they involve the guilt and escape of the 
County Ring. It must be taken into account 
that it is because men have been willing 
to swear falsely, month after month, 
that the Ring has been enabled to 
retain its organization and continue 
its system of plunder. It mast oper 
ate in favor of the strictest construction 
of these perjury cases that it is only by con- 
viction and punishment of false swearing 
that the Ring members, and their partners 
and associates, can be reached, and that it 
is only by making perjury a notoriously 
perilous practice that this common protec- 
tion for public thieves can be abolished. Be- 
sides, public morality, the safety of proper- 
ty, the punishment of all olasses of crimi- 
nals, and the preservation of confidence in 
business honesty, depend upon an abandon- 
ment of the leniency with which false swear- 
ing is regarded. If a precedent can be es- 
tablished for the full punishment of perjurers 
in the cases growing out of the County Ring 
investigation, the facility of false-swearing 
will be considerably weakened for the future. 
Contractors and business men may still take 
the risk of swindling the public with the 
connivance and assistance of officeholders, 
but they will cease to perjure themselves in 
order to save the official scoundrels when an 


exposure is made. 


SERFDOM IN RUSSIA. 

By the Emancipation act of 1861 upward of 
40,000,000 serfs were set frecin European Rus- 
sia. We shall appreciate the extent of this 
number when we reflect that it equals that of 
the entire population of the United States. 
For more than two centuries and ahalf this vast 
mass of the inhabitants of Russia had been held 
in a condition of practical bondage. The name 
of slave applied to one of their white bondmen 
was Offensive to the sensitive Ruesians, who de- 
clare that slavery has never exisied in the Em- 
pire, hence term of “soul” or “souls” has 
been used when designating in precise formula 
this portion of the chattels of the landed pro- 
prietors. 

The institution of slavery in an unmiticated 
form did, however, exist in the country at a 
very early period of its history. When Yarosiar 
the legislator, in 1028 gave its firat code of laws 
to the nation, the condition of the slaves was 
distinctly defined in several of its enactments. 
For the murder of a free Russian it was decreed 
that a fine of forty grionas, or the value of twen- 
ty pounds of silver, should be paid intothe State 
Treasury. For the murder of a free woman half 
that amount was esteemed a just equivalent to 
be made to the State. For the murder of a 
slave nothing was to be paid into the Treasury, 
but the owner was to receive the market price 
of the human chattel, unless the latter had 
atoned with nis life for insulting a freeman. 

The value of a slave in the time of Yarostar 
varied from six pounds of silver to two and a 
half or three pounds. One who served as an 
artisan, a schoolmaster, a nurse, or the Superin- 
tendent of a village or commune, was rated at 
the highest price mentioved. During the reign 
of one of the sueceseful warrior-Princes of Rus- 
sia slaves had become so plentiful that the price 
of an able-bodied man fell to a few coppers. 

The class of slaves doomed to perpetual bond- 
age comprised in the beginning prisoners of 
war and persons bought from foreigners. Those 
condemned only to a limited period of servigude 
embracea men who had sold themselves, chil- 
dren who had deen sold by their fathers, insol- 
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married slave women, servants out of employ- | 


ment, and all others so unfortunate or in- 
efficient as not to be able to earn a subsistence 

freedom. In a dar- 
barous age, when disorders of every sort pre- 
vailed, and might was the only recognized law 
of right, it was an easy matter tokeep the ranks 


ot the enslaved full, and sometimes to crowd 


them so as to render the number of servants 
and dependents an actual burden to the strong 
and the free. 7 

At the time of the promulgation of the code 
of Yarosiar, the populace of Russia was dr 
vided into three classes, the lowest of which 
were the slaves; the next above, the agri- 
cultural laborers, who sought employment 
wherever it suited them, and were in all respects 
freemen; and the peasantry, who were united 
in communes and possessed small farms or 
plots of land in fee simple or in usufruct. 

The commune, of which little is known out- 
side of Russia, ts an ancient institution, appar- 
entiy dating its origin as far back as the foun- 
dation of the nation itself. It would seem to 
be akin in its character to the auls or villages 
of the wandering tribes of the steppes, and very 
likely is a relic of the days when the Russians 
were themselves a nomadic race. It consists 
of an association of peasant householders into a 
community, under a government somewhat 
similar to that which prevails in the family. On 
one portion of the land, in most instances pos- 
sessed by the commune in usufruct, the village 
is built, in which each household has a dwelling 
and a garden-patch. The remainder of the 
communal land is divided in as fair proportion 
as may be for tillage by the different house- 
holders. The allotment is subject to revision 
every few years, in order to insure its adapte- 
tion to the changes which time may produce in 
the number and needs of the several families. 

The government of the commune is vested 
in an Assembly composed of the heads of the 
households, and presided over by a Village 
Elder. All matters in any way affecting the 
well-being of the community are discussed and 
decided at the open-air meetings of this Assem- 
bly, and the members of the organization, 
traincdéto habits of patience and resignation, 
never appeal against its decrees, however much 
their personal intcrests may be made to suf- 
fer. The good of the community is unanimous- 
ly held to be above that of the household or of 
the individual. As has been stated by a recent 
authority, the Assembly fixes the time for mak- 
ing the hay and the day for commencing the 
plowing the fallow-fleld; it decrees what meas- 
ures shall be employed against those who do 
not punctually pay their taxes; it decides 
whether a new member shail be admitted into 
the commune, and whether an old member 
shall be allowed to change his domicile; it gives 
or withholds permission to erect new buildings 
on the communal land; it prepares and signs all 
contracts which the commune makes with one 
of its Own members or with a stranger; it inter- 
feres, whenever it thinks necessary, in the do- 
mestie affairs of its members; it elects the 
Elder,—as well as the Communal Tax-Collector 
and Watchmen, where such offices exist,—and 
the communal herd-boy; above all, it divides 
and allots the communal land among the mem- 
bers as it thinks fit.“ 

The individuals of a peasant family submis- 
sively obey the rule of the head of the housc, 
and tne head of the house as submissively 
abides by the decisions of the Assembly. The 
commune occasionally owns the land which it 
occupies, but generally it is settled upon estates 
belonging to the Crown or to landed proprietors, 
for which it pays a stipulated rent. It is esti- 
mated that at the present time one-half of the 
territory of Russia is thus occupied by com- 
munes, and that these embrace five-sixths of 
the entire population of the State. 

As the head of the houschoid retains his au- 
thority over its members while he lives, so the 
commune makes sure of its hold upon éach 
soul“ belonging to it through his lifetime, 
unless, as in rare cases, the connection is dis- 
solved by mutual arrangement. The peasant 
can neger leave his commune to reside cise- 
where for ever so short a time without a spe- 
cial permit from the Assembly, and this may be 
revoked at any time, and his immediate return 
be commanded. The reason of this arbitrary 
control is, that the commune is responsible for 
the rent of the land it occupies, and for the 
taxes of each male in the fraternity; therefore, 
for its self-preservation it must see to it that no 
one is permitted by unauthorized absence to 
throw the burden of his obligations back upon 
the rest. Still it has been the habit with those 
peasants who could not find room for the use 
of their energies within the restricted limits of 
the village to pursue their vocations elsewhere, 
returning when convenient to their homes, and 
always faithfully remitting their dues to the 
Assembly. Their wives and children do not 
accompany them in their wanderings, but, ad- 
hering to the village of their fathers, serve as a 
bond between it and the absent ones, The 
elaborate system of police which guards the in- 
terests of the Empire renders it casy for the 
commune to secure knowledge of the where- 
abouts of its wandering members, and to com- 
pel their return when it is desirable. Many of 
the peasants acquire property, fortunes even, in 
the enterprises they conduct in other places, 
but, the influence of custom is so strong, few 
sever their connection with the commune. A- 
though their lives may be spent among widely 
different scenes and associations, they choose to 
go back to the spot endeared by the memories 
of childhood when old age and death come 
creeping on. It is said that there are about 
a million and a quarter of these absentees who 
habitually dwell in the towns, and yet their 
true home is in some rural commune. 

During the six centuries following the publi- 
cation of the code of Yarostar, the three divis- 
ions of the rural population were gradually 
merged into one, and the terms slave, laborer, 
and pessant were exchanged for that of serf. 
So late as the sixteenth century, at the beginning 
of which Ivan III. was still on the throne, the 
laborers had the right of changing their res- 
dence, but only inthe eight days before and 
after St. George's Day, which falls, according to 
Russian reckoning, on the ! gd of April. Boris 
Gopunor abolished this privilege by edicts 
passed in 1502 or 1593, and in 1597, and there- 
fore to him has been ascribed the establishment 
of serfdom in Russia. Nevertheless, the sys- 
tem existed before his time. His especial part 
in the matter was to define the conditions of 
serſage, and make it an acknowledged fact. It 
was his desire to render the proprictors re- 
sponsible for the peasants on their estates, and 
only by binding the latter to the soil could this 
be eflectually done. Until the landowners could 
count upon the permanent possession of the 
souls“ which they claimed as the most valu- 
able part of their property, the right amount of 
taxation for them to bear could not be reason- 
ably adjusted. 5 

In less than a century after the peasantry had 
become absolutely attached to the soil, the 
proprictors were allowed the privilege of selling 
them at will. The edicts granting this power 
were issued in 1675 and in 1682. Finally, the 
necessity for extended means to execute his 
enormous and costly schemes impelled Psrer 
THE GREAT to impose taxation upon the hum- 
blest and poorest subjects in his Empire. To 
accomplish this purpose, those hitherto exempt 
—the slaves, the domestic servants, and the 
free agricultural laborers—were ranked in one 
category with the peasants under the name of 
serfs, and each male was assessed a certain 
amount, in the form of a poll-tax. To secure 
the full returns called for by the registered 
lists, the proprictors were made responsible for 
the tax imposed on their serfs, and the laborers 
were forbidden under heavy penalties to con- 
tinue their migrations. 

Until the clore of the eighteenth century the 
condition of the serfs remained without ame- 
lioration. At that time the Emperor Pact 
issued a decree to the effect that they should 
work for their masters only three days in the 
week. The other three days they were at liber- 
ty to work for themselves. The subject of 
emancipation was entertained by ALEXANDER 
L. and by Nicuoxas, but neither Emperor felt 
himself strong enough to accomplish the im- 
mense Many abuses in the insti- 
tution of serfage were, however, corrected by 
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tain the lands which they already occupied, pay- 
ing for the use of them certain yearly dues, with 
the liberty of purchasing them within thirty- 
nine years. Thü domestic serfs were compelled 
to serve their masters foraterm of two years 


after the emancipation, and were thereafter free, 


but had no share in the communal lands. The 
peasant serfs, comprising, as has been said, five- 
sixths of the whole population, are still govern- 
ed by the communes; but how much longer 
these organizations are destined to survive, it is 


impossible to predict. 

The condition of the serfs has not materially 
improved since the emancipation. It could not 
be expected that their advancement would be 


rapid. They form a colossal body for the Gov- 


ernment to provide for and bring up to a poiat 


where they will be able to make the most of 


their opportunities. A few of them—two or 
three perhaps—in a commune can read and 
write ; the remainder are illiterate. They areno 
longer subject to the ruie of a private master, 


they have no more fear of the knoat, or of ban- 


ishment to Siberia, or of enrollment in the 
army at the caprice of a brutal owner; but, on 
the other hand, they can no longer turn for help 
and protection @ a proprietor whois responsible 
for their welfare and in a majority of cases 
shows himself humane in conduct toward them. 
Their case 1s quite similar to that of the freea- 
men of the South, and time and liberal aid from 
the Government must be allowed to enable 
them to gain an equality with the ranks who 
have not been degraded and imbruted by cen- 
turies of servitude and oppression.

This closed the conversation. It was self- 
evident that Edwin Walker felt bad, to sav the 
least. His opinion of some oi'the members of 
the Grand Jury is not the most elevated, yet he 
does not think that any-of them were preju- 
diced against him. Whatever the testimony 
may have been which Walker gave, it is very cer- 
tain that the Grand Jury knew what they were 
doing. They know what they are about. They 
are neither rash nor headstrong. 

FORSYTH. 

The thing which has excited the most surprise 
regarding these indictments is tuat Mr. James 
Forsyth, who was excepted when the indict- 
ments were found by the jury impaneled a 
year ago last May, should now be brought into 
tue case. It is alleged that this is due to the 
fact that some of tae jurors absolutely refused 
to vote tor ao indictment against Periolat unless 
one was also found against Mr. Forsyth, wao 
was the senior partner in the firm, who was an 
older man in the business, and who had received 
two-thirds of the profits. Mr. Powers was 
one, it is said, among those who took this view 
of the case, asserting that, if there was any 
criminality on tiie part of Periolat, there was 
certainly equal guilt on the part of Mr. For- 
syth. ‘This state of affairs was not expected by 
Mr. Forsyth, and was unknown to his partner. 
Mr. Beardsley, who was around the County 
Building yesterday afternoon fur the purpose 
of finding out against'wonom the Grand Jury 
had brought in true bills. It is claimed on For- 
svth’s behali that, when he went before the 
Grand Jury last year, he was promised 
absolute immunity, and that, on 
faith oof that pledge, he told 
that he knew concerning his partner 
and also himecif. It is claimed that sucha 
pledge of immunity 7 by one State’s Attor- 
ney and one Grand Jury holds good for another 
State’s Attorney and another Grand Jury. This 
is possibly true, and it is most likely that his 
name has beon put in, like that of Kimberley, 
simply for form’s sake, and that the indictment 
against him will be nol pros'd alter he has 
testitied satisfactorily, when the case comes to 
trial, against his accomplices. No indictment 
was found agairst him before, because many of 
the persous on the Grand Jury wished to save 
him the disgrace of figuring on the records of 
the Court as a quasi criminal. They had no 
such compunction as regarded Kimberley, and 
therefore indicted him without ceremouy. 

It is alleged that Mr. Forsyth’s testimony 
will be of as little value should the case come 
to trial us that of Mr. Rehm when he testified 
inthe Munn case. An attempt will be made 
to break him down by endeavoring to show 
that he went before previous Grand Juries and 
swore absolutely that be knew nothing what- 
ever of any crookedness on his own part or that 
of his firm, and that, having thus perjured him- 
self (which it is claimed can be proven), he can- 
not be believed by a petit jury. 

No indictments have yet been returned against 
any of the County Commiseivners, and it is 
questionable as to how many will be. The case 
against Carroll was always rather a weak one, 
and Sweetser, on whose testimony he was in- 
dicted before, has not vet been examined. There 
seems to be no question but that Commissioner 
McCaffrey will be indicted on Kimberley’s testi- 
mony. fsw far the witnesses who have been 
examined criminate Commissioners on matters 
not brought out during previous investigations 
is unknown.

FLORENCE M’CARTHY ON HUMAN FREEDOM 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuaicaeo, June 9.—I am an enthusiast in the 
matter of personal liberty. And with your per- 
mission I desire to direct the people of this 
State, through Tuas Sunpay Tammo, to some 
of the numerous violations of the fundamental 
principles of human freedom which are daily 
taking place unrebuked and unnoticed in this 
Commonwealth,—for “the price of liberty is 
eternal vigilanct.“ Some of these abuses are 
traceable to a want of legislation, others to 
defective legislation, many to the loose practice 
of the Courts; some exist only in Cook Coun- 
ty, some throughout the State, and some 
throughout the United States. And while I 
emphatically disclaim in advance all disrespect 
for the legislators, Judges, and lower officials 
who may be responsible for these cruel irreg- 
ularities, I must nevertheless express the opin- 
fon that the irregularities themselves are none 
the less owlrages, and areproach to our age and 
our country. 

The first of these violations of the right of 
personal liberty that I shall notice is the incar- 
ceration in the common jal of all who are only 
charged with crime. I have within the last 
week been iv the Criminal Court of Cook Coun- 
ty and seen aman sentenced to imprisonment 
in tae County Jail fora month for embezzling 

That man had been lying iu that jail 
for thre mouths awaiting trial and sen- 
tence. When he had been sentenced he was 
conducted back to the same cell in which he had 
spent three months, there to stay for one 
month. Thus his incidental imprisonment be- 
fore sentence was three times as long as his 
subsequent imprisonment for crime will be, and 
of exactly the same kind. This is bad enough 
but 1 have seen multitudes of people who had 
lain in this jail three months acquitted of crime 
al ther, when they had at last been tried, 
which is far worse. 

To come at once to the point, I insist that 
every civilized community sbould have a new 
tastitution, which might be called the County 
House of Detention, in which people who ma 
be suspected of crime may be confined unti 
they shall have been tried and convicted or. ac- 
quitted... This House of Detention ought to be 
4 very ‘Uifferent building from the county 

i], and, when possible, remote from it. 
t ought to be well aired and lighted, supplied 
with verandahs and lookouts, with libraries, 
reading-rooms, and ee possibly a 
lecture-room and chapel, with wholeséme food, 
with abundant bathing facilities, with a gym- 
nasium, with telegraphic and postal appliances, 
and with unlimited facilities for purchasing any 
and — 4 additional luxury that a per- 
son de ed there might be able to 

rovide for himself. Instead of having 

ask it as a favor of the Sheriff that his friends 
might visit him, he ought to be able to demand 
it by law. Iustead of those friends being re- 
stricted to four hours on two days in the week, 
they ought tu be admitted to him sixteen hours 
out of everv twenty-four, and every day in the 
week. Instead of being huddled together in a 
pen for this purpose, they ought to have proper 
places for private conference, furnis with 
chairs, tables, and writing-desks. 

Many of the objections to such an institution 

est themselves at once. The oxpense 

d be get it would be difficult to adapt the 
—— and sleeping to all the different degrees 
of refinement represented amoug the inmates; 
and very much greater watchfulness would be 
required to prevent mutinies, conspiracies, and 
escapades than is necessary at the ordi- 
nary jail. But, weighty as these ob- 
jections are, they ought not to deter 
a civilized community from distinguishing be- 
tween the detention of a suspected man and 
the incarceration for punishment of a convicted 
felon. And the day will come when our 
ancestors will read of our present unjust, cruel, 
and disgraceful usages in this regard with 
astonishment as great as that with which we 
ourselves read that centuries ago in England an 
alleged murderer was not allowed counsel. 

It is to me, when I calmly think of it, a mat- 
ter of astonishment and indignation that over in 
the County Jail this very instant there are cer- 
tainly two men, and may be fifty, who are inno- 
cent of any crime, and can never be convicted, 
and who have been for weeks, and will be for 
weeks to come, locked up in pairs in 
dim, dismal, and loathsome cells, six by 
eight in size, awaiting trial. Some of 
them I have every reason to believe are losing 
their health, and even their senses, and are be- 
coming insane, with grief, shame, weakness, 
and loneliness. Sometimes men stay there for 
six months, and once I saw a r boy, 10 years 
old, who had stayed there six months in this 
way waiting fora trial. And no doubt these 
lines will be read dy hundreds of 
Christians who have just ridden from 
the house of God in gorgeous chariots, 
have stuffed themselves with luxurious dinners, 
and stretched themselves out on elegant 
lounges to look over Tugs SunDAY [RIBUNR, 
and who would not lose a flower out of their 
bonnets, or get a speck of mud on their new 
breeches to liberate every one of these unfor- 
tunates from the dreadful and undeserved mis- 
ery. It is all very well for the beautiful and 
devoted Mrs. McGowan to go to their cells and 
tell tie about Jesus. Her work is 
a one and she does it 
well. But i have a notion 
that if Jesus were herein the flesh, he would 
carry them nice sandwiches and cool lemonade, 
and get them a lawyerto keep them from being 
slaughtered in the Criminal Court, and that He 
would go to Springfield and tell the Legislature 
that if they did not want the State to relapse 
into barbarism, they must enact more just and 
humane laws for the detention of people who 
are held for crime, but have not been tried for 


it. 

I adjure you, Mr. Editor, by all that is sacred, 
do what you can to arouse the public mind from 
its ignorance of and indifference to this and 
similar abuses. For as yet public sentiment is 
very — g on the subject. When Stokes was 
imprison in the Tombs, in New York, to

to order the best food and wine that money 
could buy. And the whole country resounded 
with cries of ‘“shame,” that a mur- 
derer should be treated so much better 
than he deserved.

The visible supply of wheat is now estimated at 
4, 600, 000 bu only, which is about the smallest 
quantity known in a good many years. With this 
there is a gooa demand, which threatens to absorb 
the whole of it long before new wheat is available 
from the next harvest. 

We note that rejected and sample oats have ad- 
vanced in price during the last week under 
an improved demand, while No. 2 has exhibited 
littie change. Oats are wanted for consumption, 
while there is not much disposition to buy old oats. 
for future in the face of a new crop. 

The leading produce markets were fairly active 
on Saturday, and the principal cereals were strong- 
er, while provisions were steadier. The foreign 
news was not specially favorable to strength, but 
the advices from different points in the United 
States gave more confidence to holders of bread- 
stuffs. The supply of wheat is small, and the 
weather was bad all over the West. There were 
advices of very low temperature in Iowa, snow at 
Omaha, and rain over very large arears, all of 
which was considered to be bad for the crops, in 
addition to news of insect ravages, which 
do not, however, appear to be worse this year than 
usual. There was not much doing in the taking 
of freight room, Saturday being ordinarily a quiet 
day in that respect, but considerable quantities of 
grain were purchased by shwppers, —chiefly whedt 
and corn. 

The lumber market was quiet, the rain interfer- 
ing with outdoor business. A few cargocs were 
sold, but most of the offerings were held over. The 
rain-storm is supposed to have extended over the 
Northwest, and it is believed that there will soon 
be water enough in the streams of the lumber dis- 
tricta to bring the late drives of loge 
down to the mill booms with «a rush 
that will dispel all fears of a short supply. 


The yard market was firm under a fair demand for 


lumber. The wooland broom-corn markets were 


quiet and unchanged. Timothy, Hungarian, and 


clover seeds were in fair request and firm, but very 
few sales were made, the offerings béng too small 
toadmit of much trading. Other varieties were 


lifeless, Sait was steady, fine now being quoted at 


$1.10 per bri. Hides were easy. The hay dealers 
reported a little better trade at steady prices. Po- 
tatoes were firm. Poultry was slow and easy, 
though not very freely offered. Green fruits were 
generally lower, the unpleasant weather checking 
sales, and dealers were trying to close out, as the 
fruit could not be held till Monday. 

Lake freights were quiet and unchanged, on the 
basis of 20 for corn to Buffalo, Room was taken 
for 75,000 bu corn and 14, 000 bu oats. 

Rail freights were dull, but nominally steady at 
former rates. To New York 30¢ per 100 Ibs on 
grain, and 45c on boxed meats. To Boston, Port- 
land, and Providence, 35c on grain and 50c on pro- 
visions, To interior New England points, 35¢ on 
grain. Provisions to Baltimore, 42c, and to Phila- 
delphia, 43e. To Montreal. 28e on grain and 35c

Something About Those Great Interests in 
Pennsy | vania---Gigantic Combinations Pro- 
jected. - 

Spectal Diapatch to The Tribune. 
Puriapecrara, Pa., June 9.—A new disturb- 
ing feature in the coal trade is rapidly assum- 


ing prominence. The Reading Railroad Com- 


pany, which, through its creature, the Phila- 
delphia & Reading Coal and Iron Company, 
mines almost all the coal sent over its road is 
selling coal at Port Richmond now at 
a price less than the actual cost 
of mining, plus the tolls which the 
railroad charges. This practically shuts private 
operators out of the market, and they are com- 
bining to send coal by other roads. The great 
carrying companies represent one interest, and 
the Anthracite Coal Association is 6 union of all 
private operators in all the regions, 
making a combination of about 20,000, 
000. These operators can get an outlet 
by the Pennsylvania, which reaches the Lehigh 
and Schuylkill regions, and the Erie, which taps 
the Wyoming and Lackawanna districts. Be- 
sides this, both Companies are the possessors 
of valuable and large coal-lands and collieries 
in the region. The Hillside Coal Company is an 
offshoot of the Erie Railway Company, while 
the Susquehanna Coal Company, whose extenh- 
sive operations centre at Nanticoke, on the 
Busquehanna River, is one of the adjuncts of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company, Col. 
Thomas A. Scott being its exelusive head. 
While apparently assuming a neutral post- 
tion in the coal trade, both 
these corporations have been ) 

with the independent operators for a loug pe- 
riod.

UNLUCKY STOCKHOLDERS. 
THE BANK OF CHICAGO STOCKHOLDER-CASES. 
The jury yesterday in the case of Matthew 
. Marsh W. Marion Munger, before Judge 
Gary, rendered a verdict against the defendant 
for $410 debt and $95 damages. The plain- 
tiff had $410 in the bank when it 
failed, and not being able to collect it 
from the bank, he began a suit, in May, 1876, 
against Marion Munger, one of the stockholders 
tothe amount of 150 shares, relying on the 
provision that each stockholder should be liable 
to double the amount of the stock held or own- 
ed by him, and for three months after giving 
notice of transfers. Such j could only 
be made after giving notice in some newspaper. 
showing the amount of stock transferred, and 
the person to whom it was transferred. : 
The defense was that Mrs. Munger had, i 
December, 1873, sold her stock to Lyman 
Bridges, giving due notice by publication as re- 
quired. It was also claimed that the stock- 
holders were only liable to the corporation for 
the benefit of the creditors, and that the 
creditors must file a bill in Chancery making 
the corporation also a party defendant. 
Judge Gary said he thought each stock- 
holder was liable by the law to each creditor to 
the extent of double the amount of the stock 
that the creditor might sue for and recover in 
an action of debt or assumpsit, or by bill in 
equity, and that there was no necessity for pro- 
ceeding through the Corporation. This is the 
first case of the kind contested and decided. 
Several arc, however, now pending in the 
Supreme Court, in which formal judgments 
were rendered by consent, so as to take the 
cases up as soon as possible. 
THE MARINE COMPANY STOCKHOLDER-CASES. 
In the case of 8. 8. Hayes vs. Coddington 
Billings before Ju Gary, a verdict was found 
in favor of the defendant. This case was to 
make Billings liable to the amount of bis stock 
under the provisions of the bank’s charter, 
which made stockholders so liable for six 
months after they had transferred their stock. 
Hayes deposited $10,000 in the Marine prey om | 
in ‘April, 1872, which he was unable to get 
after the bank fuiled in 1875. and therefor sued 
Billings on his statutory liability. Billings, 
however, was abie to show that this was 
one of Mr. Scammon’s banking transactions; 
that Hayes never deposited the $10,000, but was 
given a certificate for that amount for some 
purpose best known to himself and Mr. Scammon, 
and a verdict was rendered for the defendant. 
In yesterday’s TRIBUNE it was stated that in 
the case of Hayes vs. Billings Judge Gary held 
the stockholders of insurance companies were 
not liable under the statute of 1869. A mistake 
was made in the name of the case, and it should 
have read Gulliver * Roelle. 
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THE REV. DR. POWELL. 

HE PREACHES HIS FAREWELL SERMON TO-DAY. 
The Rev. Dr. Powell is about to sever his 
connection with the Third Unitarian Church, 
and, strange to say, it is not because he has re- 
ceived a call at an advanced salary, but be- 
cause he has become tired and wants a rest He 
contemplates going into ordinary,“ as a ship- 
master would say,—that is, ne desires to take 
about a years rest and reereation. He bas a 
fine large farm at Clinton, N. Y., whither he 
has already sent his wife, and whither he will 
soon follow. His principal reason for resicn- 
ing his clerical duties is the financial 
depression of the churches throughout the 
city and country. He will be more or less con- 
nected with the presa and engaged in literary 
pursuits during his long vacation, and the world 
may possibly hear oh him through the medium 
of his pen after 8, instead of his lips, as 
heretofore. He commenced two books, 
which he will dout@less have ready for the press 
within the caming vear. 

Dr. Powell has been a man with a peculiar, 
yet blameless, record. He received a call from 
the Third Unitarian Church in November, 1875, 
but did not arrive inthis city until the following 
January. At the time. of receiving this cal! he 
was pastor of a Congregational church 
in St. Louis, called the Church of 
Fellowship. Previous to that time, he preached 
for ten years in Plymouth Congregational 
Chureh, Adrian, Mich. When he took charge 
of the Third Unitarian Church here he was 
prom the utmost freedom in everything, 
andin this matter he was never disappointed, 
and he was never compelled to submit to the 
slightest dictation from the trustees or man- 
agers, between whom and himself there hae al- 
‘ways existed the utmost harmony and good 
will. Under his management, this church has 
been noted as being the most radical in the city, 
and Dr. Powell has enjoyed considerable of a 
reputation abroad for his outspoken sermons. 

e has never joined any ecclesiastical body in 
his life, so that, in going from the Conyrega- 
tional Church to the nitarian, he did not 
change his denomination, for he actually had 
none. Since his convection with the Third 
Unitarian Church the entire floating debt, about 
$3,000, has been li ted, so that now the Society 
does not owe a dollar under this head, even to 
the pastor’s salary, which had been paid up in 
full. The bonded indevteduess, amounting ta 
about $20,000, remains untouched, and this is 
really alarge amount for this small congrega- 


tion. 


Last Friday night the members of the church 
held a farewell sociable. This morning Dr. 
Powell will preach his farewell sermon, and to- 
morrow night a business meeting wul be held 
to consider the resignation of the pastor, which 
he is said to have stated must be final. His 
congregation will feel deeply the loss of their 
leader, and Chicago will lose by his departure a 
loved and honored citizen.

He taxed 
him with it, out Peckham stoutly 
denied the charges, ana Cunningham 
then caused the records to be searched, and to 
his astonishment found that on the 12th of 
April, 1877, a decree for $1,068.76 bad been ren- 
dered against him by stipulation. He says he 
signed this stipulation at the uest of Peck- 
bam, who told bim it was to enable him to take 
the case to the Supreme Court, but be says it 
contained no figures when he signed it. 
plainant therefore charges that the decree was 
obtained by fraud, and the stipulation by mis- 
recresentation, and he asks that it may set 


aside and ne allowed to prosecute the same as 


though no decree had been entered. The prop- 
erty had been advertised for sale under de- 
cree for Tuesday next,

BARK BOARD OF TRADE. 
THE CASE GONE TO THE JURY. 

The charge to the jury in the case of McGraw 
vs. the Mercantile Mutual [Insurance Company 
was given by Judge Blodgett yesterday morn- 
ing, and the jury retired with leave to seal their 
verdict, The Judge carefully reviewed the evi- 
dence, stating that the plaintiff. sought to 
recover for the value of the bark, which was 
sunk on Lake Erie about twenty-five miles 
from Cleveland, and that the claim was re- 
sisted on four grounds,—first, that there had 
deen a change in the title of the vessel without 
consent of the insurer; second, that she was 
insured for the freight and passenger business, 
and only engaged in the freighting business; 
third, that the loss occurred through the in- 
competency of the Master, or want of care or 
skill on his part; and, fourth, that by the fraud- 
ulent or barratrous act of the Master or crew 
the bark was willfully sunk. 

The Judge instructed the jury that if the 
mortgage on the bark had only been renewed 
or extended, as plaintiff claimed, that was not 
such a change or alienation as would avoid 
the policy. As to the second point the 
plaintiff had the — of engaging his ves- 
sel in either the freighting or passenger busi- 
ness, and was not obliged to employ herin both, 
in regard to the third point, that the Master 
was incompetent, the law was that the owner 
was bound to employ a Master of sufficient skill 
to meet the ordinary vicissitudes of the voyage, 
capable to maintain disciplive among his crew, 
and competent to do ordinary navigation. It was 
for the jury to say whether the want of skill or 
incompetency of the Master brought about the 
loss. Much discretion was to be allowed a 
Master of a vessel in case of disaster. Criti- 
cism was easy after a loss, and a difference of 
opinion might exist among seamen about what 
would have been the better course to pursue, but 
if the Master committed an error of judgment 
the best men were liable to the same thing, 
and so long as he was competent the defendant 
would be liable for the loss if it occurred 
through the Master’s error of judgment alone. 


The main defense was that the bark was scut- 


tled by her Master, mates, and seamen; that no 
signal of distress was hoisted after the leak was 
discovered; that her pumps were not worked 
vigorously; and that she was so negligently 
maneuvred as to indicate that she was purpose- 
ly sailed out into the lake to be sunk in deep 
water. It was a high crime to sink a ves- 
sel, and the jury were ipstructed to scan 
the testimony carefully to ascertain whether 
there was any motive to induce the Master or 
crew to scuttle the vessel. It was difficult to 
believe such a crime would be committed with- 
out a motive. It was not necessary for the 
plaintiff to prove who perforated the water- 
closet pipe through which the defendants 
claimed the water had run and filled the vessel, 
if the jury were satisfied it was not done by 
him, or those in his employ in the vessel. The 
detendants must ate by a preponderance of 
evidence that the loss was barratrous, and, un- 
less the jury were satisfied on that point, they 
must find for the plaintiff. 

Up to 5 o’clock in the afternoon the jury had 
not agreed.

ROME. 
THE ERA OF PILGRIMAGES.

Roux. June 9.—The Pope continues to re- 
ceive the immense number of pilgrims who 
throng the city from all ‘parts of the earth. 
Yesterday he received fifteen Italian and for- 
eign delegations, from whom he received the 
most gorgeous presents, representing the 
wealth and science of the East and 
West. The delegation from Guadeloupe pre- 
sented a number of bricks, made of solid silver, 
similar to the one previously given to the 
Church by citizens of San Francisco.

TWO HUNDRED YEARS AGO. 
HOW THE CONGREGATIONAL FATHERS EXPOUND- 
ED THEN. 

Boston Correspondence af the Springfield Republican. 

Boston, May 381.—This being anniversary 
week, and al] the winds of controversial doc- 
trine being this year unchained, so that the two 
sections of the old-fashioned New England Con- 
gregationalism are at bitter strife with earth 
other, after the usual manner of zealous Chris- 
tians, Iam going to quote a little from the 


' fathers of Congregationaiism, the English or 


New English ministers of 150 or 200 years ago. 
It is well for the brethren to be reminded occa- 
sionally of what their forefathers believed, and 
now that Mr. Moody has turyea our eyes back 
to a part of that ancient faith, let us not be too 
fastidious tO consider another part of it—the 
damnation clauses, so to speak. My first 
authority will be an English book pub- 
lished about 1670, Christ's Certain and 
Sudden Appearance to Judgment.” The 
author wrote soon after the don fire of 
1666, and naturally his thoughts took a more 
fiery turn than might otherwise have been the 
case. He says “concerning the 2 
which the wicked shall go into.“ —“ The punisb- 
ment then shall be God’s wrath, which the 
damned shall drink of so as to feel the imme- 
diate im sion thereof upon their souls; and 
fire and brimstone kindled by the breath of God, 
the impression whereof they shall feel upon 
their bodies. The drops and sprinkings of 
God's wrath here are but small in comparison of 
the ocean which the wicked shall be cast iato; 
never was there such a fire on earth as 
the fire of heil. It would be dreadful 
to be delivered up to the power of some 
strong, fierce, and cruel ercatures; what will 
it be to be delivered up to the power of the 
omnipotent and most furious God? God will 
show what his powercan doin the punishing 
of the wicked; his last work of power in punish- 
ing will be as glorious as his first work of 
power in creating, and will glority the power 
of his anger in heil as he will glorify bis good- 
ness and love in Heavev. God will be the in- 
flicter of the punishment. . The bodies 
of the wicked shall be punished; they must lic 
in the lake of fireand brimstone; they will have 
their owa proper torments through the sense of 
the fire which will be kiudled about them, aud 
burp more horribly than London fire did when 
it had got into the heart of the city. Their tor- 
ment will be greater than if scalding lead were 
poured into their bowels, etc., ctc., for the bod- 
ies of the wicked, wien raised again, will be 
strengthened into a greater capacity for puuish- 
ment, when they will be made incorruptible and 
immortal, and punishment will be the end of their 
resurrection. . The torments of hell will 
not be in one part only, but in every part, not 
in a weaker degree, but in the greatest extrem - 
ity; not fora day, or a month, or a year, but 
forever. The wicked will be always dying, 
never dead; if they could die, they would think 
themselves happy; they will be always burning 
in these flames and never consumed; the eter- 
nity of hell will be the hell of hell.“ 

This is strong, but New England went beyond 
this. The Rev. Samuel Treat, of Eastham, on 
Cape Cod (settled there in 1672), left a volume 
of manuscript sermous, from one of which these 

es are taken: Consider. God Himself 
shall be the principal agent in thy misery. He 
is the Gevouring fire, the everlasting burning; 
and if He punish thee, if He meet thee in His 
furv, He will not meet thee as a man; He will 
give thee an omnipotent blow. Now thou art 
afraid of the wrath of man; what wilt thou do 
when God takes thee in hand? Consider, God 
will delight to execute vengeance on thee. God 
delights in justice, and in executing H's own 
decrees. Now, it was His eternal decree to destroy 
sinners forever. He proposed to show IIis power 
and make His wrath known upon the vessels of 
wrath fitted to destruction. But woe to that 
soul whom God shal! delight to punish. Now 
thou laughest at the reproof which God gives 
thee by His ministers and people: God 
will laugh at thee shortly. And how 
wilt thou bear when He shall torment 
thee, and thou sualt roar under thy torments! 
Thou shalt ery or mercy, and He will mock thee. 
Thou sbalt be delivered up into the hands of 


the tormentors; then Satan will pay thee thy 


wages for thyservile slavery to him, and thou 
shait know wat acruel master thou hast here 
served. What crueity bath Satan sometime ex- 
ercised to some here in this world that have 
been possessed by him, and to others that have 
sold themselves to bim! What amazing stories 
doth the world afford of such tings!” (This 
was in Salem witchcraft Gays.) What dost 
thou think he will do when he hath an unlimit- 
ed commission and a full possession! How wilt 
tnou endure when thou shalt have a thousand 
devils rending, and tearing, and maceratin 
thect . „ The mnever-dying worm shal 
gnaw and eat out all the heart of thy comfort. 
Thou canst hardly sit under one of these lectures 
now coming from the mouth of @ poor — 12 
but let me tell thee, conscience in hell will rea 
it after another manner than can now be con- 
ceived.”

deeply. I have quoted these es from the 
cighth volume of the first series of the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Collection, where anybody 
can find them. I take it Mr. Treat was the 
grandfather of Robert Treat Paine, who signed 
tue Declaration o. Independence. 

Let us pass now toa later author, Dr. Pede— 
whoever he may have been—whose “ Voice from 
Heaven to Un nerate Sinners was reprint- 
ed in Boston in 1634 for Alford Butler, at the 
lower end of King street, near the Crown Cof- 
fee-house,”’ and was circulated, a tract ot twen- 
ty-four pages, five inches long a three wide, 
among the Curistlan women of Massachusetts. 
My copy has beev much read, and contains the 
autographs of two women that owned it suc 
cessively—to one of whom it was perhaps a lov- 
er's gift, since it exhibits on the fly-leaf these 
lines of verse in a masculine hand— 

A True Soul Love 
All others is above. 
Thoughts of Death thus, 

My grave my coffin is at hand, 

My Glass hath in it but a little sand 

Now I am alive it may be said, 

But by-am-buy theyle say of me I am dead. 

For death prepared be, 

Which will be a joy to thee.”’ 
But if one were not prepared“ in the techni- 
cal sense of the word, this is what Dr. Pede had 
to say to such a person:

THE GERMAN BAPTISTS. 


THEIR PECULIARITIES—ANNUAL MEETING IN 
PENNSYLVANIA. 
Bedford ( Penn.) Inquirer, June 1. 

The German Baptist Church, which held its 
annual meeting at New Enterprise last week, 
was first organized in the United States in 1791, 
at Germantown, ia this State. They are known, 
wherever they are to be found, by certain pecu- 
liar.:ties of dress and the lives they live. One 
brother will not go to law witha brother. If 
any diflicukty arises the plaintiff, in company 
with several brethren, goes to the defendant, 
and the case is discussed. If they fdii to adjust 
matters at this conference the question is taken 
to the Church, and the case is tried as in a com- 
mon court. Aftgra decision by the Church, au 
appeal can be had to the annuai meeting, which 
issupreme inits ruiings. The maic members 
are required to conform to certain prescribed 
regulations in regard to the cut and style 
of the garments they wear, though there are 
no restrictions as to the color or quality of 
the goods. The German Baptists are generally 
rich farmers, and rich fartmers’ wives and 
daughters. You very seldom findthem engag- 
ed iu proiessional or mercantile business. They 
believe the land was made to be tilled, and a 
glance into their coffers.will convince any one 
that they know how to till. We noticed that a 
number oi the women wore the most costly 
silks, but they were made up in the plaingst 
style. Ihe wen are obliged to have stan 
collars to their coats, but they are at liberty to 
wear broadleloth or bomespun, as may suit ir 
fancy. We listened with a great deal of i - 
est to the discussion on the arraignment of a 
traveling brother, who, through policy, in cer- 
tain localities wore a plug bat. He put io the 
ploa that when zo are in Rome you must do 
as Rome does; chat when he dropped into a 
mushroom Western, or oil town, and the agony 
was plug hat, he was obliged to plug bim- 
self in order to Keep iu and unto, and try to get 
on top of the surging current. But the meet- 
ing emphatically decided that a plug hat was 
not admissible under any circumstances. An- 
vther interesting discussion was the collar to 
the coat. It appears that in some sections of 
the country some of the members, particularly 
the young men, have been having their coats 
made with turn-down collars; or, if they had 
them made according to Church rules, with 
standing collars, they would turn them down 
when put on, in order to show the white linen 


collar. This, as a matter of course, was con- 


demned, and ‘the ministering brethren were re- 
quested to see that the Church rule should be 
voserved in the future. To show how strict 
they are in enforcing the dress rules, we need 
only state that several yeurs ago they estab- 
lished amission ip Denmark. The question 
arose as tu whether the Church would require 
the Danes to change their dress, and it was de- 
cided that they should adopt the dress of the 
American Gerinan Baptist. 

The aggregate membership of the Church in 
tne United States is estimated at 100,000. They 
are organized in fifteen States in tne Union, 
with Pennsylvania, Onio, and Indiana as the 
strongholds. There are none in New England 
and we believe none in New York, but they are 
scattered throughout the West, and in several 
States in the South. It was developed at the 
late meeting, in our bearing, that there are some 
differences of opivion iu church matters between 
the East and the West. The sous and daugh- 
ters of the West are apparently more progres- 
sive than the tathers and mothers of the East. A 
minister in their Church is termed a house- 
keeper, and he receives no salary for his serv- 
ives. Among the duties imposed upon him is 
the keeping of his house in order, which, as 
we understand it, is to see that no feud or iil- 
iceling exists among or between any of the 
brethren. In the East he is required to make 
an aunual visit to every member. and in the 
West he is required to make two visits a year. 

The annual meeting, which is composed of 
represeutatives from every organization, is the 
Supreme Conference or Court of the Church. 
All questions or disputes arising during the 
year are submitted to this body for adjudication 
and final settlement. ‘Their churches, like their 
dress, are plain and unassuming. The annual 
meeting heid its sessions in a large barn, and the 
church building for the occasion in question was 
converted into a dining-room, which, with a 
temporary annex, afforaed table accommoda- 
tions for upward of 600 persons at a sitting. 

It was our pleasure, in company with Mr. 
Points, to visit this huge dining-room and view 
the patriarchal heads, the representatives from 
fiiteen States, as they partook of their noon-day 
meal. The vencrable ministers sat together on 
one side of the house and the wives and daugh- 
ters on the other. This division of sex is ob- 
served in all their church meetings. ‘lhe meal 
consisted of soup, bread and butter, boiled 
beef, and pickles and coffee. Their pub- 
lic or stated meetings are always largely attend- 
ed by outsiders, and they — beer ce prepara- 
tions to entertain all who come will accept 
the accommodations they oifer. From the dining- 
room we passed into the bread room. We have 
been in large bakeries and have attended large 
picnics, but we never saw such ‘an array of the 
staff of life before. Column after column, from 
floor to ceiling, of white spongy loaves greeted 
uson all sides. In the Kitchen department 
everything was arranged with,order and sys- 
tem. They boiled 900 pounds ot beet ata time 
in atank. Thetank wasnine feet long, about 
two feet Wide, and eighteen inches deep. It 
was made of cucumber wood, with a bottom 
lining of zinc, and placed over a furnace erected 
for the purpose. We understand that eleven 
large Cove beeves were boiled and consumed 
during the meeting. It was the largest pot we 
ever saw andtbe only wooden one. We have 
ever found the membership in Bedford Count 
honest, upright, industrious, peaceful, law-abid- 
ing, enterprising, clever, and accommodating 
citizens. 


THE ISRAELITES. 
THEIR POPULATION AND RELIGIOUS INFLUENCE 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 

It is a difficult task accurately to state the 
number of Jews in the United States. The 
census of 1870, however, furuishes some valu- 
able data, on the basis of which we may ven- 
ture a calculation. In 1850 there werein the 
Union 36 synagogues, with seats for 18,371 per- 
sons, representing a value of $415,600. Ten 
years later there were 77 temples, with 34,412 
seats, estimated at $1,135,300. After another 
decennium we find 189 Jewish organizations,“ 
with 152 synagogues, 73,465 seats, estimated at 
$5,155,234. In the City of New York there are 
26 synagogues, while the Jewish population of 
the metropolis is no less than 75,000 souls. 
This makes an average of 3,000 for each syna- 
gogue, and it as the basis of 
our caiculation, we arrive at the result 
of 456,000 Jews for the whole territory of the 
United States. But we have sufficient reason 
tw believe that it is far behind the actual total. 
We are in receipt of two statements, or esti-

000 souls, other at but 1,000,000, 
According to the census of 1876, there were

well as the number of synagogues, with their 
oom estimates, etc., according to the census of 
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An attentive examination of this table will 
present some curious contrasts, not without 
significance. While the synagogues in North 
Carolina, Iowa, Kansas, Wisconsin, and several 
other States are but small and cneap buildings, 
each costing perhaps $500, $2,800, or $3,00) 
those of Georgia are estimated at au average o 
$10,500; of Alabama and Maine, at $15,000; of 
Iilinois, $30,000; of Connecticut, $35,000; of 
California, $45,000; of Pennsylvania, 849.000; of 
Ohio, $50,000; of Missouri, $45,000; of New 
York, $60,000; of Maryland even at $162,000. 
These statistics demonstrate to a certain extent 
the comparative wealth and religious zeal of the 
chiidren of Israe], and many of our readers will 
learn with surprise that the Jews in Maryland 
are mucn richer than their fellow-believers in 
any other State of the Republic. We now pro- 
ceed to the history of the emigration and prog- 
ress of the Jews in the Union. Those causes 
have afforded the occasion of changes among 
them; bow they gradually were Americanized, 
invalidating and finally uprooting prevailing 
prejudices. 

The Jewish immigration into this country be- 
gan at avery early period of our history, but 
attained matcrial dimensions withm the last 
thirty years. The Jews wuo came tothe United 
States previous to 1848 were mostly of the lower 
classes. They were principally of Polish, Rus- 
sian, Portuguese, or Spanish descent, were 
either poor, or at least professed to be so. 
They were peddlers, - traders in old clothes, 
pawnshop-keepers, small money-changers, or 
merchants. hey seenied separated irom all 
social intercourse with the rest of the popula- 
tion, nor did they care about social intercourse, 
which, perhaps, on their part would have been 
declined. The traditional prejudiccs against 
the Jews were not lessened by the appearance 
a 5 general reputation of those children of 

sracl. j 

It was believed that they were exclusively de- 
voted to trade and makiug of money without 
any special scruples of conscience touching the 
mode and manner of their mercantile policy. 
A prominent Hebrew author observed, many 
years ago, that the Jews, as a tribe, were far 
better anc more generally known, though less 
appreciated according to their value or worth, 
than anv other nation on earth. The peculiari- 
ties which formerly exposed them to disrespect 
were by no means original qualities of their 
character, but the fruits of centuries of oppres- 
sion and persecution. They needed but few 
years in a free country, When, in a state of 
peace and security, their fine abilities, now 
slumbering in them, could be developed so as 
not simply to be tolerated by their fellow- 
citizens, but actually regarded and appreciated. 
The truth of this has been most strikingly 
verified in Engiand, France, Germany, and 
other parts of Europe, while bere in 
our country the Jews have deen 
wonderfully Americanized—stripped of those 
peculiarities which formeriy marked them as a 
a itself,a foreign tribe. This 
also modified their religions views do a great ex- 
tent. At present the dew iu Aujerica may be 
divided into five classes: The “ Radical Ortho- 
dox, the Orthodox,“ the Conservative Re- 
formed, tue Reformed,” and the Radical 
Reformed.“ A wide gulf separates the first 
and the last category, although the nuances bo- 
tween the Radical Orthodox and the Orthodox, 
the Conservative Reforined and the Reformed, 
are somewhat difficult to be recognized and de- 
fined. There are but few ieal Orthodox

namber is daily diminishing. They are princi- 
pally of Polish, Austrian, or Hungarian descent, 
and said to move mostly among the lowest 
strata of society. These people have no tellow- 
ship with the Gentfles.“ They consider the 
Mosaic law, as interpreted by the Talmud and 
Cabala, their rule of life. In their synagogues 
Jews of more advanced views are not welcome. 

The Ultra Orthodox of New York have sev- 
eral synagogues in which divine service is con- 
ducted aiter the Bohemian and Polish ritual, 
besides atolerable number (most of them on 
the cast side of the city) of so-called Beth 
Hamidrascas, i. e., modest places of prayer to 
which they resort daily, mornings and evenings. 
They publish a religious periodical in Hebrew 
characters. The children of these followers of 
the old faith, more especially those of the male 
sex, are not very warmly attached to the re- 
ligion und ritual of their fathers, and many of 
the latter show a disposition to jom the one or 
the other sect of less religious tendency as soon 
as they become rich in the goods of this world. 
Frequently they prefer to go with the hosts of 
the Orthodox Jews, who hold fast to the dogma, 
observing the principal rules of life laid down 
by Moses in his books, without strictly attend- 
lug to a numberoſ the more onerous Observances 
and regulations. 

The demarcation line between the Orthodox 
and Conservative Reformed is fluctuating and 
indefinite, while the Reformed are @onsiderably 
advanced. They do not regard themselves 
bound to obey the ceremonial and stetic laws 
of Moses and his successors, while Weir faith in 
the prophecies of the propheis has nearly alto- 
— vanished. The higher classes of He- 

rews mostly belong to that sect. Persons of 
the middle classes, as well as those born here, 
and very many German and English Jews, go to 
make up a large proportion of that division. 
They openly admit their efforts completelv to 
be Americanized, and no longer to be a foreign 
tribe. 


THE GOLDEN JUBILEE. 
FIFTIETH ANNIVERSARY OF THE PAPAL EPISCO- 
PATE. 

While the celebration proper of the jubilee 
has been held in Rome on the days from May 31 
to June 3, portions of April and the entire month 
of May have already been devoted to the num- 
berless pilgrimages from all parts of the world 
and to the presentation of addresses. These 
will continue also during the month of June. 
The fervor of the celebration is iuereased by 
many considerations, one of which is that Pius 
LX. is the only Pope except Benedict XITI., who 
died in 1730, at the age of 81, that celebrated a 
similar jubilee. it would be impossible within 
the scope of this article to do justice to these 
pilgrimages, which have come from every land 
under the sun, so that the feast of Pentecost bas 
come back once more. One authority affirms that 
$00,000 Catholics have gone or Will go to 
Rome during this celebration. We have at 
hand reports of the movement from New South 
Wales, Rio Janeiro, the Red River of British 
North America, New Zealand, Franee, Irciand, 
Sayoy; Melbourne, Australia; Upper and Low- 
er Canada, Germany, Calcutta, Belgium, 
Switzerland, Scotland, and England, to say 
nothing of the United States. It is a remark- 
abie fact, which ought to be duly weighed, that 
in this demonstration the laity are the most 
urgent, and are pressing on the Bishops and 
clergy rather than needing a stimulus them- 
scives. Thus in most parts of Ireland, but not- 
ably in Kilkenny, Cashel, and Limerick, the 
laymen called on the Bishops to organize a 
demonstration. The Catholic members of 
Parliament also have come forward in a body, 
sending a deputation with an address. 

Almost every nation has sent characteristic 
addresses and gifts. From Ireland the Catholic 
University sent an illuminated address in the 
Celtic and Latin tongues. From Germany 
the little cbudgen sent the following touching 
address:

The Ameren — eal on 
May 13, the birthday of Pius, by a procession in 
New Orieans, which, of its kind, was unsur- 
passed in America. Following the line of the 
Father of the Waters,“ to-day a procession of 
German and Irish societies in St. Louis, Mo., 
will probably take the laurels of New Orleaus in 
this respect. Still further north, St. Paul, Minn., 
and westward, Chicago, Buffalo, and Albany 
bring us to Boston and New York and to 
Brooklyn, where already tie Catholic temper- 
ance societies have held a mass- meeting in honor 
of the Pope, and where nearly all Cattoiics will 
receive the sacrament of the Blessed Eucharist 
today for the Pope’s intention, and to earn the 
plenary indulgence which he hus given for that 
day. Besides, America has sent large sums to 
Rome, by way of Peter’s pence. The amount is 
not yet known, but it may be inferred from 
these items, which are approximate estimates: 
New York, $25,000; Philadelphia, $30,000; Al- 
bany, $5,000; Newark, $6,500; Brooklyn, $10,- 
000; Baltimore, $25,000; Scranton, $2,500, and 
so forth. The whole amount has been stated to 
be $300,000. Her delegations of Bishops, priesta, 
and layman have been numerous. At the re- 
ception of the Americans last week there were 
two Archbisaops, nine Bishops, fifty other 
ecclesiastics, including Dr. McGlynn, of St. 
8 New York; Father Kearny and 
Father Edwards, who represented Cardinal Me- 
Closky and his clergy, and about 150 American 
laymen, besides the American students of the 
Propaganda and the Vice Rector and students 
of the American College. 

The contributions to the Pope, exclusive of 
presents of articles of value from various coun- 
tries, which have already been presented to his 
Holiness, are very large. It may be mentioned 
that the subscriptions of the people of Ireland 
were mace up of small sums, although one 
county (Wickiow) contributed $5,000. Cardinal 
Callen took to Rome $35,000 collected in Dub- 
lin alone.

THE IOWA ANNUAL MEETING.

Dis Mois, June 3.—The Iowa Congrega- 
tional Association has been in session here the 
past three days. The attendance was large. 

Judge J. C. Knapp, of Keosauqua,was elected 
Moderator. Prominent among the body were 
the Rev. C. H. Wheeler and wife, missionaries 
from Harpoot, Turkey; Prof. J. T. Hyde, the 
Rev. James Powell, and the Kev. James Hum- 
phrey, of Chicago; the Rev. R. Palmer and 
the Rev. D. B. Coe, of New York; and the Rev. 
N. G. Clark, of Boston. 

The Rev. M. Lane opened the business dis- 
cussion on church-fellowship, advocating a con- 
siderapie degree of exclusiveness. He soon 
found a majority in favor of Christian fellow- 
ship, holding the idea that church-fellowship 
was a matter of aggregate belief, whil@Christian 
fellowship embraced individual action) 

The Rev. Dr. Healey, of Ottumwa, presented 
the insatiable negro. He stated that all weak 
and ignorant races are passing from the face of 
the earth, except the negro. As he will not die, 
where shall he live! History and facts indicate 
that it cannot be with a white race. The efforts 
of the.Church toward this race in America 
should be changed; less given fer education, 
and more for colontzation of them elsewhere. 
The education of them is the business of the 
General Government; the evangelization, that 
of the Church. 

The Rev. Dr. Powell, of Chicago, took Issue 
with Mr. Healey, and presented facts and 
figures trom the labors of the American Mis- 
sionary Association among the freedmen at the 
South, which resulted in the unanimous adop- 
tion of resolutions indorsing the action of the 
Missionary Association, and pledging its hearty 
and substantial aid.

Tue reports from educational institutions 
were, on the whole, encouraging. All are do- 
ing good work, yet are financially embarrassed. 

he Secretary of the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions reported that seventy-seven churches, 
Women’s Boards, and Sunday-schools, last year, 
had contributed $3,733. This year, 100 organiza- 
tions had contrihuted $4,702,—thus indicating 
an increase in piety and Christian zeal. Iowa 
has her full share in this foreign labor, and is 
nobly represented by her own missionaries 
from this Church. 

Ine report trom the Iowa Home Missionary 
Society was gratifying to the Association, show- 
ing a marked religious increase during the year, 
and largely increased financial aid. 

Sunday-school work was discussed at length, 
and the majority opinion was that more atten- 
tion should be given to infant classes.

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NEW YORK’S CATHEDRAL. 
SOME OF ITS EXTRAORDINARY FEATURES. 
New York Tribune, 

During the past year most of the work upon 
the new Catholic Cathedral, at Fiftieth street 
and Fifth avenue, has been the completion of 
the roof, with its ornaments, and when the edi- 
fice is viewed from a distance it appears to have 
assumed a finished appearance. For the most 
part the work performed during the past year 
consisted of the raising of each of the large 
towers thirty-eight feet, so that they are 150 
feet in height at the present time; the finish- 
ing of the transepts and the laying of the per- 
manent slate roof. The plastering has been 
finished as much as possible until the windows 
are placed in position. At the present time 
glaziers are at work putting in the outer win- 
dows of French plate-glass, and it is within 
these that the handsome staiped windows will 
be placed. Some of the work on the top of, the 
building, which has engaged the attention of 
the workmen during the past year, has been of 
great magnitude. The two large crosses over 
the transept doors have been placed in tion. 
An idea of their size may be gained the 
fact that each weigh nine tons. The large cross 
over the main entrance on Fifth avenue weighs 
fourteen tons. 

The stained-glass windows have received the 
special attention of the Cardinal. There are 
about thirty-five of these, all of which have 
been made in France, and, with the exception 
of the two large ones, have each cost $900 in 

old. Half of them have been prepared by M. 
orin, of Chartres, France, and the other half 
by M. Ebv, of the same country. They have all 
been finished, and four of them were exhibited 
at the Centennial Exhibition. The first of these 
gives a bistorica] scene, and represents St. Hen- 
ry, Emperor of Germany, in battle. He is seen 
on horseback, victorious, under the guidance of 
an — who appeared in the front of the bat- 
tle. By some mishap in handling the glass at 
the Centennial, a piece was broken out of the 
centre. It is stated that the injury can read- 
ily be repaired. The shows St. 
Bernhard in the act of preaching the 
second crusade, at Chartres, in 1140, dur- 
ing the reign of Louis VI. The saint is seen 
preaching to the multitude, who, overcome oy 
his wonderful powers, stand begging to be al- 
lowed to fight under the banner of the Cross 
and to don the costume of the Crusaders. The 
third window is a representation of the martyr- 
dom of St. Laurent. The saint is extended on 
a grate under which a large fire is bl , and 
judges are standing behind him. The fourth 
nting represents the Brothers of the Chris- 
an Doctrine offering the statutes of their 
Order to Pope Benedict XIII. This completes 
the number which M. Lorin sent to the bi- 
tion. The windows wil! be taken from the Ex- 
hibition and stored in the city. The most im- 
rtant of the other paintings are those of St. 
atrick, which will be placed in the northern 
transept window, and the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, which will be placed in the southern tran- 
sept window. These are the most expensive of 
all, and have cost $7,000. 

Another important feature of the Cathedral 
which has been made in Europe is the magnifi- 
cent high altar which a arrived in this 
country. This was designed by Mr.

LOCAL NOTES. 
JEFFERSON PARK PRESBYTERIAN. 
The corner-stone of the new Jefferson Park 
Presbyterian Church was laid last Monday af- 
ternoon, Prof. Patton officiating. A box in the 
stone contained a copy of the Bible, the Con- 
fession of Faith,” Fables of Iufidelit y,“ by 
Dr. Patterson, formerly pastor of the church, 
Inspiration of the Scriptures,’’ by the present 
pastor, the Church manual, and an historical 
sketch of the church. The church measures 
seventy-seven feet on Throop street by 100 feet 
onfAdams street. It will be built of pressed 
brick and gray sandstone. The church will have 
no galleries, and will seat about 800 persons. 
There will be a main tower and entgance onthe 
corner of Throop and Adams streets, a tower a 
little lower, and an entrance at the east end of 
the church on Adams street, and a lower tower 
on the northwest corner, on Throop street, giv- 
ing admittance to the pastor’s study. The au- 
dience-room will be a — — with the 
four corners cut off, leaving it an irregular 
octagon. The two southern corners are cut 
off for vestibules, the northwest corner for 
the pastor’s study, and the northeast corner 
for an organ loft. The pulpit will stand against 
the north wail,—that is, on the side instead of 
at the end. The seats wiil be arranged as in an 
amphitheatre. The rise from the level space in 
front of the pulpit to the Adams street wall 
will be five feet, a mach more rapid ascent than 
is usual in churches. There will be a triple 
window on Throop street, and four single 
windows on Adams street. The cost of the 
church, exclusive of land, will be $25,000, and 
the work is te be completed next fall.

MR. IRVING AND ‘ THE COURIER OF LYONS.” 

The New York Tribune says: “Mr. Henry 
Irving has just made a brilliant success in 
Charles Reade's adaptation of ‘The Courier of 
Lyons.’ He plays two parts, the hero of the 
piece being the ‘double’ of its villain. Not

Carcaeo, June 9.—A grand testimonial concert 
is to be given to Miss ry on Saturday evening. 
June 16, 1877. Will you allow us, through your 
paper, to suggest to Miss Cary a means whereby 
she can. if she will, show a more earnest apprecia- 
tion of those who so kindly and devotedly try to 
appreciate her.

Apropos of the recent performance of “ Israel 
in Egypt“ by the Apollo Club, the following ex- 
tract from the French of Louis Viardot, relative 
to Handel’s oratorios, will be of interest: 

The oratorios of Hande] unite all kinds of singing, 
from the solo to the final chorus. To the noble aud 
grand style of the religious chant, they join ali the 
power and expression of the dramatic chant.

They are still as ving as 
on the day oftheir creation. Masses of executants 
are necessary to attain the prodigious amplitude of 
such works, each of which contains beau- 
ties of every kind. In ‘‘israel in Egypt,” 
the most astonishing perhaps of all the 
works of Handel, the seven successive choruscs 
recount the seven successive plagues, with an 
amazing boidness, which can only be pardoned by 
a success more amazing still, since it is necessary 


to sustain seven times in succession a progression 


of force, a crescendo Of impulse and pathos, to 
mount always from the beautiful to the sublime. 
How varied and admirable are the airs in Sam- 
son !—at one time insinuating as seduction, 
then terrible as despair; and again soft aid touch- 
ing as celestial consolations, The ‘* Messiah” isa 
sweet and charming pastoral, which ends in a thun- 
der- burst, the mighty Hallelujah,’ which has no 
analogy in the arts, save in the Last Judgment 
of Michael Angelo. In England, where the study of 
Handel has always been fervently preserved, his 
oratorios are sung every yearin all their cities. 
They study him piousiy, from one annual festival to 
another. In that country of castes. in that aristo- 
cratic country, all ranks, people, gentry, and no- 
bility, enro!! themselves with emulation in the 
army of Handel singers. Germany is no less faith- 
ful to the old Saxon than England. France and 
Italy alone persist in forgetting, or, what is worse, 
in not knowing him.

JULIUS CZASAR. 


The Spiritualism of Shakspeare---Se 
Paper by J. K. C. F. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cricaeo, June 9.—A friend, who commented, 
with some degree of commendation, upon my paper 
on Macbeth, in Taz Tannen of May 6, calls 
my attention to its closing words, which are: 
Vet. if we study Shakspeare’s greater plays 
thoroughly we find that in their movement Spirit- 
ualistic influences are the pivotal causes, and ma- 
terialistic exhibitions and events the effects, upon 
which their action hinges. He considers this 
assertion too sweeping, and asks me how it can 
possibly apply to his great historical plays, Greek, 
Roman, and English. 

Permit me, in answering my friend, the privilege 
of proving that my assertion is as true of some of 
the best of the poet's historical plays as it is of 
the greatest of those tragedies which may be styled 
his original creations. 

Take the play of Julius Cesar.” This drama 
is enriched and vitalized by ideas, thoughts, and 
actions, which, for strencth and massiveness, can 
not be excelled; which dilate the imagination, and 
cause it to spring upward into the very sublimity 


of moral and intellectual conception; and which 


fill the heart with a passionate tenderness for some 
of the leading characters, whose actions are the 
mainsprings of its various and diverse movements. 
Nevertheless, this great play has been a very puz- 
zle vo the hundreds of commentators and critics of 
the author's works. It is, to nearly all of them, a 
Sphinx and an enigma. Says Coleridge, speaking 
of the character of Brutus: I do not at present 
see into Shakspeare’s motive, his rationale, or in 
what point of view he meant Hrutus“ character to 
appear. Says Dr. J. O. Halliwell, member of 


the Council of the Shakspeare Society: Nr 


Casar, but Brutus, is the hero of the drama. 
: „„We are disappointed that Casar disappears 
so soon, and would willingly that the play had 
commenced with an earlier period of his life, and 
that he remained the hero to its conclu- 
sion.” In excuse for this apparent anom- 
aly in the drama, says Gervinus: The 
t. de intended to make the attempt of the 
Republicans his main theme, could not have ven- 
tured to create too great an interest in Julius 
Cesar; it was necessary to keep him in the back - 
ground, and to present that view of him which gave 
a reason for the conspiracy. According even to 
Plutarch, Ceear’s character altered mach for the 
worse shortly before his death, and Shakspeare has 
represented him according to this sug stion.”’ 
e Shakspeare Commentaries, 1863, Vol. 
2, p. — Says Mr. Hudson, in & some- 
what similar strain: 1 have sometimes 
thought that the policy of the drama may 
have been to represent Casar, not as he was in- 
deed, but ashe must have appeared tothe con- 
spirators; to make us see him as they saw him, in 
order that they, too, might have fair and equal 
judgment at our hands. For Cesar was literally 
too great to be seen by them, save as children often 
see bugbears by moonlight, when their inexperi- 
enced eyes are mocked with air.” Mr. Hudeon 
believes that he can detect a refined and suptie 
irony diffusing itself through the texture of the 
play; that Brutus, a shallow idealist, shoald out- 
shine the greatest practical genius the worid 
ever saw can have no other than an ironical sig- 
nificance." 

One cannot wonder at these criticisms upon the 
drama of Julius Cesar. Viewed from no very 
lofty esthetic standpoint, without some satisfac- 
tory explanation of its departure from the ordinary 
and standard rules of dramatic composition, the 
construction of the play is not only faulty, but 
seriously defective. It is, unexplained in some 
manner occult to the general reader, like the pla 
of Hamlet with the part of Hamlet omitted. 
Julius Ceasar ap in only three of its scenes. 
In the first scene of the third act he dies. Not only 
so, but where he does appear the t seems 
anxious to insist upon his weakness, rather than 
his strength. Heswoons when An(fony offers him 
the crown. Upon his recovery he enacts a picce of 
stagey heroism. He is afflicted with epileptic 
fits, or, as Brutus calls them, and as or them 
to this day in England and Ireland, ‘‘the falling 
sickness.’ lle is deaf. His body has lost its early 
vigor. His mode of speech is pompous and arro- 

nt. Heseeks flattery. Nay, he accepts it as 

is right. He vacillates with a very excess of 
weakness. At the same time, he pompously boasts 
of his unalterable and unchangeable constancy. 
In great part, he has lost his gift of perceiving and 
acting upon facts, and of efficiently dealing with 
men and events.

It will be my task to endeavor to answer. these 
pregnant questions. But before proceeding to do 
so, and as necessary to my purpose, let me give 
brief sketches of the characters of three of the 
most prominent personages in the drama— Brutus, 
Cassius, and Mark 8 f

Were it Shak 
speare's mode, like itis the divines of the world, 
he would refer us to a future existence for its re- 
ward. But he does not do this. To the idealist; 
Who was — to failure in the positive 
world, he, however, givesa good and true wife, 
Portia; friends, no man of whom was untfue to 
him; and servants, who were ready to die 
for him. And although, as Prof. Dowden says, 
** Octavius and Mark Antony remained victors at 
Philippi, the purest wreath of victory rests on the 
forehead of the defeated conspirator. "’ 

Cassius, the intellectual representative of the 
drama, and brother-in-law to Brutus, is, unlike 
the latter, a man of worldly wisdom, of great tact, 
and of uncommon intellectual talents. If Brutus 
was a political Girondin, Cassius wasa political 
Jacobin, a demagogue, amanof affairs, an epi- 
curean. Ie is frankly envious. He hates Cesar. 
He is by no means studions of moral perfection, 
nor does he look for it in mankind in general. 
Mark his manner of approaching Antony. How 
much lower, yet far more practical. it is than that 
of Brutus. It reminds us strongly of one of Jobn 
Wentworth's political ethiques, so brief yet eflect- 
ive an appeal is it to An/ony’s interests: 

Your voice shall be as strong as 1 
In the disposing of new n Aar 

Still Cassius is by no means iguoble. He is not 
ethical and theoretical, like Brutus, but practical 
and constructive. He is ‘‘a great observer, and 
looks quite through the deeds of men.” His 
knowledge of human nature is exceedingly great. 
He lives in the concrete, in the fact, of which he 
has a swift and clear perception. Had Brutus 
been guided by Cassius, the outcome of the con- 
spiracy would have been 2 different. In 
every instance in which the ideal Brutus overruled 
the practical Cassius, —-and they are important and 
frequent in the play. — results showed the inca- 
pacity of the former, and justified the reasoning 
and experience of the latter. 

The noble side of Cassius’ character is 
shown in the fact that FHrutus loves 
him. The love of Brutus is a patent 
which establishes a man’s nobility. ‘‘I know 
no part of Shakspeare,”’ 12 wrote, that 
more impresses on me the belief of his genius 
being superhuman than this scene between 
Bru‘us and Cassius.” In this, the tent scene, 
Shakspeare, says Prof. Dowden, in his infinite 

ity for human error and frailty, makes us love 
utus and Cassius the better through the little 
wrongs which bring Lhe great wealth of their love 
and true fraternity to ligùt.“ Cassius, like Brutus, 
has also friends, such as 7i/iniws, who will die for 
him. Thus the t assoilzies the intellectual and 
practical man of facts through his connection with 
the ideal and impractical man of moral forces 
and exalted sentiments. By this he teaches us 
that it is only by and through the ideal that the 
intellectual faculties of man can be exalted, dilat- 
ed, refined, and purified. 

Finally, we have in Mark Antony the material- 
istic and sensuous representative of the drama. 
He is a man of genius without moral fibre. A man 
possessed of a rich, sensitive, pleasure-jeving na- 
ture. He is the prey by turns of good impulses 
and bad. To him life is a game, in which, indeed, 
he has a high part to play, and to play witha - 
nificent presence and with artistic grace a skill. 
He is a man of personal but not ideal devotion. 
His saying of Lepidus that he is a ‘* slight, un- 
meritable man, meet to be sent on e and 
of whom he talks, not as a person, but as a 
erty, applies to himself, with this difference: 
Antony has such a highly esthetic, though highly 
sensuous, nature, t it must be an 
exalted personage like Cesar.
